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Ellen’s Isle, Loch Katrine. The rocky but well- 
wooded islet was formerly used as a stronghold 
and depot of Highland “reivers,” and was the 
scene of many of the incidents described in Scott’s 
“ Lady of the Lake.” The purple of the cloud- 
capped hills is noticeable-in the background, while 
for beauty of outline and delicacy of foliage, 
mainly birch, this island is certainly unsurpassed*
